“Project  Underway”  is  the 
motto,  at  present,  for  the  senior 
class. 

This  year’s  graduating  class 
has  chosen  as  its  gift  to  the 
school,  a patio  fountain  for  the 
Smith  Family  Living  Center. 
The  fountain  will  be  built  In  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  patio 
and  will  be  finished  before  grad- 
uation, according  to  Ray  Ely, 
senior  class  president. 

Construction  will  begin  c.^ 
soon  as  money  from  the  senior 
class  is  given  to  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  Ely  said. 

Explains  Choice 
Ely  explained  that  the  reason 
the  SFLC  patio  was  chosen  was 
that  it  was  the  latest  coeducation- 
al building  on  campus  so  it  would 
probably  last  the  longest  period 
of  time.  He  added,  “The  patio 
needed  some  architectural  piece 
to  make  it  more  attractive.’ 
Architectural  plans  show  the 
brick  fountain  to  be  65  feet 
across  diagonally.  A large  pool 
will  be  24  by  12  feet.  Water  in 
that  pool  will  be  a little  more 
than  one  foot  deep. 

Has  2 Pools 
A smaller  pool  built  above  the 
large  pool  will  be  16  feet  by 
two  and  one-half  feet  and  the 
water  in  it  will  be  three  or  four 
inches  deep. 

Three  water  spouts  will  let 
water  drop  from  the  small  pool 
to  the  large  pool.  There  will  also 
be  a 10-foot  pylon  (tower).  The 
fountain  will  be  surrounded  by 
shrubs  and  flowers.

BREATHY  GASPS  and  bulgy 
eyes  may  have  been  some  stu- 
dents’ response  to  the  mentions 
of  pocket  books  in  a recent  Cou- 
gar Tale  column.  And  why  all 
the  excitement?  Well,  it  seems 
the  typical  conception  of  paper- 
backs is  a scantily  dressed  fe- 
male shrinking  under  the  shadow 
of  an  ominous  hairy  monster. 

In  addressing  naive  readers 
who  are  not  yet  acquainted  with 
the  great  treasures  of  knowledge, 
I hasten  to  comment  that  there 
was  once  a time  when  I was 
embarrassed  to  be  caught  even 
in  the  vicinity  of  a drugstore's 
paperback  section. 

* * • 

NEEDLESS  TO  SAY,  paper- 
backs are  a going  concern  (and 
even  more  so  if  you  discovered 
them  on  your  own.)  But  it  must 
be  realized  that  selecting  a pa- 
perback must  be  done  with  a 
certain  degree  of  discretion. 

Although  they  are  similar  in 
size,  paperbacks  just  cannot  be 
read  like  the  Reader’s  Digest. 
If  paperbacks  were  folded  and 
devoured  as  such,  severe  indi- 
gestion would  surely  ensue. 

The  symptoms  of  this  malady 
would  be  clumps  of  loose'  pages, 
chafed  plastic  on  the  dermis  and 
scorn  exhibited  by  fellow  paper- 
back readers. 


ONCE  THE  BOOK  is  purchas- 
ed, a good  rule  to  follow  is  never 
open  the  book  more  than  90  de- 
grees while  reading  it.  With 
cheaper  brands,  you’ll  be  better 
off  by  stapling  the  book  togeth- 
er at  the  page  numbers  and  then 
tearing  the  cover  off  and  reading 
it  through  the  back. 

Then  again  the  tendency  for 
pages  to  fall  out  might  be  a dis- 
tinct advantage.  While  reading 
pleasure  books  not  to  be  added 
to  a permanent  library,  one 
might  prefer  to  tear  out  each 
page  after  it  has  been  read 
(thereby  making  less  bulk  in  the 
picket.)  But  disgust  mounts  when 
pages  voluntarily  fall  out  before 
they  have  been  read. 

« • • 

Students  may  have  become 
familiar  with  paperbacks  through 
the  prompting  of  instructors. 
Many  of  these  inexpensive  edi- 
tions are  required  as  texts.  Good 
brands  that  rate  in  the  text  di- 
vision are  Rinehart  and  Com- 
pany, Mentor,  Viking  Portables, 
and  Modern  Library. 

For  supplementary  reading  or 
quickie  reviews  of  a subject,  one 


might  investigate  the  College 
Outline  Series.  They  cover  areas 
including  art,  sociology,  math- 
ematics, child  care,  etc. 

Brands  rating  high  in  reading 
and  wear  are  Anchor,  Bantam, 
Meridian,  Vintage,  Dover  and 
Grove  Press.  Sprprisingly  good 
buys  are  the  Pelican  and  Pen- 
guin series.  Brands  to  buy  with 
hesitation  are  Premier,  Ballan- 
tine.  Harvest,  Avon  (if  you  can 
get  past  the  lurid  covers)  and  es- 
pecially Pocket  Books.

GOOD  RULES  to  follow  in 
buying  paper  backs  are  to  note 
the  price  (quality  is  usually  over 
90  cents),  observe  whether  they 
are  unabridged,  and  inspect  the 
binding  to  determine  if  pages 
are  folded  in  sections  or  merely 
glued  to  the  cover.
